• The latest German air-raid over 
England cost the raiders the loss of 
two Zeppelins, according to London. 
Both machines were brought down 
in flames by airplanes, assisted in 
one case by an armed trawler. 
Damage and casualties from the raid 
which took place late last night 
over Yorkshire and Durham and ex- 
tended into the north Midland coun- 
ties, are believed to be slight, it is 
declared.

In addition to last night's raid 


over the English northeast coast,

announcement.

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Another Kink in Diplomacy 


Those who have contented themselves with the assumption that 


the United States had already been confronted by every possibl 
variety of question of ticklish international character that could pos 
sibly come as an outgrowth of the European war are due for a new 
awakening. That fertile and resourceful developer of trouble for 
neutrals has evolved a new possibility in the reported refusal of 
British government to grant to Count Tarnowski, the newly-name< 
lAnrtro-Hungarian ambassador to the United States, the customary 
guaranty of safe conduct on his journey to assume his duties in 
America. 


It has long been an accepted international custom that diplo 


mats of belligerent powers on trips of this character be granted saf 
conduct through a foe country and immunity from attack or deten- 
tion. Courtesy of this character has never, so far as we are aware, 
been withheld. The diplomat on such a voyage has been regarded 
as a privileged individual. Without hesitancy Great Britain ac- 
corded safe passage to Count Dumba and other diplomatic agents of 
.the- central powers whose recall was demanded by the United States, 
and they were allowed to reach home in safety and unmolested. Ap- 
parently, however, on the question of permitting new diplomatic 
agents of the central empires to come to the United States London 
has changed front. Associated Press telegrams to The Sentinel Mon- 
day declared that Ambassador Page in London had been flatly in- 
formed that no guaranty of safe conduct would be accorded Count 
Tarnowski. "Without this courtesy it would be practically impos- 
sible for the new diplomat to reach America save at the risk of in- 
finite delay, possible detention and perhaps indignity. 


Just how far England proposes to go in her unwarranted stanc 


remains to be seen, but the case seems to contain all the ingredients 
requisite for a first-rate wrangle with Great Britain if she persists in 
an attempt to maintain the position she has taken. That "Washing- 
ton will take an emphatic stand for the privilege for Count Tarnow- 
ski and the continued maintenance of age-old diplomatic custom is 
not be doubted. There is prospect, too, that Great Britain will 
think better of it and reverse herself once niore'before the incident 
is closed. Her attitude in the matter is an exhibition of cheap petu- 
lance that ill becomes a great world power.

mony borrowers are carrying. The as- 
sociation proposes to seek changes or 
modifications which will clarify the law 
as it applies to fees for making loans. 
While the spirit of the law provides for 
one fee to cover the life of a three, six 
or twelve-month loan, some lending com- 
panies are charging a renewal fee every 
thirty days. 
This practice- gives the 


lending company 5 per cent a month on 
the loan. The Public Welfare Loan as- 
sociation, made up of prominent men 
who are helping the borrowers, instead 
of seeking undue profits off the people 
who are overtaken by financial distress, 
follows the spirit of" the law, docs not 
charge a monthly renewal fee and its 
monthly rate on a loan is \ \<* per cent. 


Another change in the law which the. 


association is considering is one which 
•would provide a registry fee of 25 cents 
instead of a fee of $1 now charged by 
the county for recording a chattel mort- 
gage. This would save the borrower 75 
cents, arid it is modest sums like this 
and renewal fees which run up the costs 
to the borrowers. 


Proposes State Bureau. 


The association also may ask the leg- 


islature to provide ways of seeing that 
the law on the subject of small loan is 
more rigidly enforced than at present. 
The lending concerns now have no super- 
vision, each interpreting the law as it 
may desire and as competition of the 
Public. Welfare Loan, association may 
make necessary. 
The association pro- 


poses to ask the legislature to create 
a bureau in the state banking depart- 
ment which will bring the lending con- 
cerns under the direct supervision of 
examiners, as state banks and trust 
companies are. Under this supervision 
it is said monthly renewal fees and 
other practices not authorized by the 
spirit of the law would be uncovered by 
the examiner?, and would bring the lend- 
ers all to equal footing, so a borrower 
•would be safeguarded wherever a loan 
was obtained. 


The chattel loan business in Indiana, 


according to officers of the association, 
is in much better condition as it applies 
to borrowers than it was a few years 
ago when there was no law on thn sub- 
ject, and lenders were making extortion- 
ate charges to their patrons who had to 
have money and who had no other source 
Tor obtaining it. but it is believed that 
Ihc. Indiana law? can bo strcngthrncd, 
which will jfivd the borrowers consider- 
ably lower costs in petting mrans with | 
which to relieve their distress.

Dear Sir and to all my old friends 


and acquaintances: 


I regret 1 cannot be with you to 


help celebrate the Indiana, centennial 
and Pioneers' day, but I will try and 
he with you. in spirit and make a. few 
remarks about the early days of Mar- 
shall county. 


It was eighty-one years the first dnj 


of last May when my father, mother 
and their family of six children crossec 
Yellow river where the iron bridge on 
Michigan street now stands. There were 
only three houses in the town of Yellow 
River, which was the original name of 
Plymouth. 


In 1S35 Grove Pomeroy had a small 


two-story frame house on the old Hor- 
aco Corbin comer where the Bee Hive 
store is now located. 
This house wns 


called the Yellow River House and was 
a sort of tavern. 


There were two log cabins in the north 


end of the town, one occupied by a fam- 
ily by the name of Metcalf, the other 
by the Cole family. That was the en- 
tire population of Plymouth on the first 
day of May in 1835.

of the institutions, and there are abou 
20,000 feeble-minded persons of all ages 
sexes and conditions of life, if the ratl 
of tho two counties holds throughou 
the state. Six thousand of these shouli 
be under state care, the committee be 
Heves. 


In the two counties peculiar

brought out by the survey were that th 
mentally defective reside on tbe poore 
land and nearer streams than the nor 
mal perscn.

In the years immediately following th 


overthrow of her monarchy, Queen Lili 
uokalanl struggled bitterly against th 
fate that had befallen her. Her flttitud 
toward Americans was hostile. But age 
has healed these wounds and today her 
constant advice to her people is that 
they be loyal to the country that has 
adopted them. 


The former queen has in recent years 


occupied herself 
largely with 
literary 


labors. She is the author of both the 
words and music of "Aloha Oe," th» 
Hawaiian song that is now well known 
' in the United States. She wrote It as a 


farewell tribute to her brother, King 
Kalakaua, and it is a matter of grief to 
her that the song is being: syncopated 
'and played irreverently as danco music 
on the mainland. 


Most recently Liliuokalani has been as- 


sisting the Rev. Henry Parlter, a native 
minister, in compiling a dictionary of the 
Hawaiian language, for which an appro- 
priation was made 
by the territorial 


legislature. They already have compiled 
about 15,000 words, several thousand of 
which Liliuokalani has defined in English 
and Hawaiian, with all the finer shades 
of meaning and accentuation.
